The  skit  judged  best  for 
the  State  was  presented  at  the  Farm  Vi  omen ’ s Leadership  Training  Conference. 
Twenty-seven- counties  entered  the  State  contest.  Values  of  Home  Demonstration 
Work  and  As  the  Men  See  It  were  two  of  the  best  skits.
